Duly rested, refreshed, invigorated in body, mind, and soul we are 
ready to unite, in obedience to our Lord's commands, our forces 

ef good will and dedication to delve, with joy, into the work of 
Southwark as it lias before us now. 


More than ever, this issue of the Liberty Bell strives to serve 

as a unifying piece of communication, gathering us on the ground 

of common work and outreach, After the summer vacation, it then 

seems a natural that it takes the form of a narrative rather than 

a sheet of announcements. In a sense of editorial orderliness, 

and wanting to serve as best we know how, wa have structured this 
narrative into two parts: LOOKING BACK, and NOW AND ANON, and re- 
porting chronologically rather than in sequences of "factual importance". 


PART ONE: LOOKING BACK. 


April 25, 1975. The Diocese of Pennsylvania had invited the 
editors of the seven existing newsletters to the Church House 
for an exchange of thought and outlook. Southwark was repre- 
sented by the Reverand Carl W. Bell, Jr. of St. Mark's, your 
editor being absent in Europe. Guided by Bishop Ogilby, the 
group discussed ideas on what a deanery publication should be. 
Two main thoughts emerged claarly: 

The paper should be a VOICE, informing of the happenings 

in each respective deanery and 


The paper should be a meeting place for witnessing, for 
discussions of theological ideas. 
The discussion then focussed upon an opportunity for lay people 
to write theology and to encourage more people to do so, 


Elaborating on this, the Reverend Carl Bell wrote for us this: 


"However diverse all of us are, all Christians have one 

thing in common: We are called by God to proclaim JesusChrist 
as Lord and Saviour to all those around us. To be called as 
the peaople of God means anong other things that all of us are 
callec to be theologians. A theologian is someone who has a 
double task. On one hand, we are called to help the commun- 
ity of faith make more clear its beliefs and practices, both 
inside and outside the Church. We are called to set goals, 
for our Christian faith, our morality, our prayer lives, our 
total commitment to Christ, are all part of our theology. 

We are also called as witnesses to those who do not believe, 
to be examples to all those around us so that Christ may be 
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glorified in all that we do. Let us pray that our lives 
as lay people, as the people of God, may be strengthened 
through our shared belief that each of us has baen called 
to be a theologian, to be one who loves Jesus Christ and 
the people around us, and may we forever seek to bring 
Christ and man together in joyful union", (End of quote) 


To which we add: What a challenge to future thought and work! 


June 1975. Dean Grannum conveys this information on the Dio- 
cesan Council meating: 


A motion was passed, endorsing the following objactives 
in the interest of Juvenile Justice: 


l. That there be an immediate moratorium on sendingjuven- 
iles co Camp Hill State Correctional Institution 


2. That immediate action be taken to remove all youths 
presently held at the Camp Hill State Correctional 
Institution 


3. That action to implement these goals, including the 
creation of neaded alternatives to such incarceration, 
be started immediately by the appropriate state officials. 


Also passed was a resolution dealing with greater part- 
icipation of mambers of Council from which we quote, "that 
any one who henceforth considers running for a seat on 
Diocesan Council be prepared to undertake at least the 
following duties and responsibilities: 


1. Attend all Diocesan Council Meetings 
2. Attend meetings of the Council member's deanery 
3. Participate in Council committee work. 


The Council went on record calling for the appointment 
of a black person to fill one of two vacancies currently 
existing on the Bishop's staff. 


Dean Grannum supplied two clergy appointments: 


The Reverend Malcolm McGuire, Priest-in-charge of the 
Church of the Crucifixion, 8th and Bainbridge and 


The Reverend Robert Gallagher, now serving on a part- 
time basis at St. Elisabeth's, 16th and Mifflin. 


July 1975. The Reverend Dr. Cuthbert Pratt, Rector of Holy 
Trinity and f ormer Dean of Southwark, was compelled by a 
recurrence of severe back pains to terminate his vacation 

in Canada and to return to Philadelphia. He underwent sur- 
gery, followed by post-operative (out patient ) treatments. 
Carried by the prayers of many, we know him to be on the 

way to new good health. Dr. Pratt plans to resume his duties 
after Labor Day. We are grateful to the Good Physician. 


On July 20th, an "Ecumenical Service in Observance of the 
200th Anniversary of the Day of Humiliation, Fasting, and 
Prayer" took place on Independence Mall. Those from various 
faiths participating in the program included the Reverend 
F. Lee Richards, Rector of St. Peter's. Mr. Richards is the 
Chairman of the Diocesan Commission to prepare the Bicent— 


nnial. This service, under the heading "with united hearts ot 
[kakan from John Hancock!s proclamation calling for that day) 


Gee Bee 


commemorated "The First Day All America Prayed Together" 
on July 20th, 1775. It spanned the two centuries of 
America~Coming-Into-Being, purposefully struggling on now, 
as it did than. The 1975 service was attended by some 
400 people. 


August 11, 1975. On that day, God called home His faithful 
servant, the Reverend Edward B, Pollanick, Rector of 

All Saints Norristown. He served as the Associate Rector 
of the Church of the Holy Trinity from 1951 till 1957. He 
became the "Father of Trinity Club". His devoted work, his 
intelligent leadership attracted young people in great 
numbers from - as he himself put it - "all churches or none", 
welcoming them into a wholesome atmosphere of Christian 
fellowship at work and play and, indeed, worship. Safe in 
God's keeping now, he will live on in grateful and loving 
hearts of many.

We think of the story in St. Matthew, Chapter 23, where our Lord 
speaks to the Pharisees in no uncertain terms about their wrongs 

(our wrongs, no less, today).

focal point Our Lord makes: "You are so careful to polish the out side 
of the cup, but the inside is foul with extortion and greed...Blind 
Pharisees! irst cleanse the inside of the cup, and then the whole 
cup will be clean", (Quotation taken from the Living Bible). 


As an American by adoption, adaption, and indeed sincere commitment, 
but ever first of all as a citizen of the Household of Faith, I can 
see, all around us, the need to "first cleanse the inside of the cup," 
meaning, to revise all our doings and to make a new and total commit- 
ment to Him: He asks us to do just that.

an agenda of saven pages. The Clergy and Laydelegates will take that 
back to their people. What we offer here ara a few points which we 
believe of jolting importance to our thinking and subsequent review 

of our Life in Christ, Bishop Ogilby's address, at Evening Prayer 
on opening day, «riday, October 24th, 1975, sat both charge and 
challenge for the work ahead, "WE HAVE A SAVIOUR", he called it, and, 
placing us all under the prayer, "ha love of tha Father enfold me, 

The wisdom of tha Son enlighten me, The fire of the Holy Spirit inflame me" 
began: "OUR MESSAGE IS: WE HAVE A SAVIOUR, AND HIS NAME IS JESUS, 
THIS TRUTH WE CELEBRATE AND PROCLAIM IERE AND NOW;..." This message 
should be studied by every church in our Deanery, sarve as a guideline, 
as inspiration... 
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Š In contrast to the victorious spirit thus kindled for us were some 
reactions which the Reverend Carl Bell, St. Mark's, wishes to share 
with us. He is referring to the discussion of financial aspects as 
he reflects: 

"Area we good stewarts of Christ's bounty? Attending the 192nd 
Convention of this Diocese as a young priest, new in the diocese, 

I was greatly distressed by the general lack of a strong sense of 
stewardship. Do we have any sense of the judgment that our Lord 
Jesus Christ is visiting upon us now--and in the life-to-come? 

I heard a great deal of the rhetoric about Giving, but I wonder 
how deep that sense of giving and charity really goes. There are 
parishes in this deanery that are giving far below their capacity, 
and in all other deaneries as well. I heard pleas from the aided 
congregations of the Diocese for more money knowing that there were 
several parishes that could have easily incraased their pledge and 
covered the amounts asked for. We, as cle gy and as laity, con- 
stantly seamed to store up for ourselves treasure here on earth, 
and we become the moths, the rust, and the thieves...."End.of quotes 


Here are two more reflections. From the multitude of work acted upon 

a highlight and a "lowlight". This latter established in the defeat 

of the Resolution on Amnesty, with a count and ra-ceount of votes, whera 
sacular-political thixgking obviously obscured our Lord's command for 
Reconciliation. And the highlight: The admission of St. Matthew's 
Maple Glen from Mission to Parish Status. A prolonged ovation of 
whistling and shouting erupted to flow into the spontaneous singing 

of the Doxology by the entire convention. To which we add our congrat- 
ulations, beast wishes and, indeed, our prayers.

For this reason, that portion of Southwark which was then the city 
will experience an enormous number of visitors next. year when we cele- 
brate the Bicentennial. 


Three of our churches (Christ Church, St. Peter's, and Gloria Dei) will 
be the "star" attractions for visitors to see. None of these churches 

can do it alone and will need the assistance of great numbers of volun- 
teers.

A date to keep open is the dinner sponsored by the Churchman's Club 
and the Diocesan Commission on the Bicentennial when the Right Reverend 
James M., Allin, Presiding Bishop, will be the guest. The date is 

May 4, 1976. Keep it open." (End of quote) 
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The Reverend Dr. Ernest Harding, Christ Church, whom we called to ask 
for a brief statement on the state of his prepatmtions was doubtful if 

he could find the time to do so. "You see", he said, “we had two thousand 
visitors to Christ Church today, and another group of two hundred is 
waiting right now." "Today??" we asked (in mid-October 1975) "Today", 

he replied. We needed no further statement, ingead, but wa underscore 
the great need for many volunteers to assist in this giant undertaking. 


The Reverend David Rivers, Gloria Dei, was still uncertain which course 
of preparing Gloria Dei could take. Anticipated difficulties in trans- 
portation and the building of I-95 engage him in essential discussions 
with the City of Philadelphia. We hope that he will be able to clear 
the way, literally and figuratively, for Gloria Dei in its uniquely 
lovely setting is an outstanding attraction. 


In addition to our Three Historic Churches all our churches (and those 
of othar denominations) will become a part of the visitors! wave and 
will have to prepare for it accordingly. Jean Franklin, President of 
the Women of the Daanery, will take up the role of the women in their 
churches at the October meeting, 


Many minds concur with the Rev. Richards when he says that it is not 

good enough to have tours of the historic churches--in order to sppreciate 
them one has to worship there, Such preparations are in the hands of 

Mr. Don J. Brewer, Lay Reader member of the Diocasan Commission. Dean 
Grannum has received the folléwing information from him, and we quote 

(in parts): 


"The plan is to have Evening Prayer, or when possible an Evensong, read 
in the three historic churches at 4:30 or 5:00 P.M, each day during 
June, July and August 1976. We are asking each Deanery to supply Clergy, 
and/or Lay Readers to support the program. This means that each of the 
twelve Deaneries would be responsible for a seven day Period, with a few 
of us close at hand for emergency back up,..Thus, a commitment means 
three individuals par day for a full week. The addition of muscial 
supplement is desirable, if possible, " (End of quote). 


Those willing to assist in this program should let Dean Grannum know. 
He will instruct the Deanery at the October meeting how to proceed 
further. 


Finally, a good piace of editorial writing on Praparing the Bicentennial 
by the Reverend Robert Greer, and other pertinent material, has to be 
shelved, for lack of space, until our next edition, This things will 
still be pertinent then. 


And the closing thought: On a recent early Sunday morning religious 
Telecast an enthusiastic voice cheared the watchers on, reminding them 
to gat good and ready for our visitors, to greet them with open arms, 
to walcome them to the City of Brotherly Love. "Let us truly welcome 
them", he said and then, “Let us welcome God to the Bicentennial", 

We beg to set the record straight. Let us become increasingly aware 

of the facts of our existence and THANK GOD FOR ALLOWING US HIS BICENT. 
ENNIAL,. Let us proceed in that spirit.

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TO THE SOUTHWARK DEANERY****CLERGY, PEOPLE, FRIENDS: GREETINGS! 
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This issue of your Liberty Ball is not, in the customary sense, a 
"rallying call at the onset of a new working year after the summer 
lull". There was no summer lull this year. There were events of 
outstanding importance; there were activities involving the life 
and the people of Southwark Deanery on all levels of life of church 
and nation since last we met April 27, 1976. Im effect, it took 
three attempts to prepare this copy now before you. 


Agreed to by the Dean, the first draft was written in late July; 
it was to end "bafore Minneapolis", for technical as well as ap- 
plicabla considerations: Your editor had committed herself to a 
trip to Europe and South Africa, there to visit not only her own 
family but also to look after har (Zulu)Godchild and her family 
living in Soweto. As she discussed her plans with her sister-in- 
law in Johannesburg, she found the telephone line dead tha moment 
the word "Soweto" fell. "All right", she called, "we shan't talk 
about Soweto,"found the connection restored loud and clear, but 
her plans for a trip to South Africa not feasible at this time. 


The second draft was prepared after arrival of a letter late in 
August from the Dean, on vacation in Montreal. Some of the points 
in that letter will be incorporated here as we go; its gist, how- 
ever, its spirit pointed strongly to the then still forthcoming 
General Convention; accordingly it suddenly appeared to be wrong 
to prepare a report for Southwark Deanery up "until Minneapolis on- 
ly" and instead do our best after the convention had ended. 


This then is the third, and final, attempt. With considerable tre- 
pidation, in the face of amenormous amount of available data and 
information, we shall serve you as best we can. We have structured

On September 8, 
Mr. Winterrowd spent the morning at Graterford Prison, taking part 

in the celebration of the Eucharist, a weekly service for the inmates 
under the (immensely successful) leadership of the Rev. Richard Swart- 
out of ECS. The group is called "Tha Episcopal Fellowship of Saint 
Dismas", some people "from the outside” have been made members; from 
the Southwark Deanery (to which ECS belongs), your Dean and his good 
wife Cecily as well as your editor. It a@fmnnot be stressed enough how 
important these visits are to the inmates: Mr. Winterrowd was deeply 
impressed by tha readiness with which they discussed the passages from 
Holy Scripture just read and hungrily applied to their own lives and 
present situations. To your editor, these monthly visits, over a 
period now of four years, exemplifies that we are our Lord's vessels, 
as we carry His Love in our persons to "this place", that in so doing 
we actually are permitted to "visit Him in prison". The Rev. Winter- 
rowd was deeply moved by the experience, with all its ramifications, 
he hopes to find time in his crowded schedule to be with us all again. 
Southwark Deanery wishes him, with his associates, axceedingly well 
in ECS's outreach: Living to help--Helping to live! 


And now, a special word of thanks to those members of Southwark who 
give their halp to the technical part of putting the Liberty Bell 
together and provide for the distribution. In addition to our Dean 
and his Cecily, to Jean Franklin, the chairman of the Women's Division, 
they include the Reverend Carl W. Bell of St. Mark's, who carries 

those heavy boxes on his broad shoulders from the printing office, 

the ladies Mary Reynolds and Edith Thompson, both of St. Clement's, 

and Mrs. Charles D. Perrin, of Holy Trinity. Thank you, dear volun- 
teers,--oh' what a relief it is! 


In conclusion of Part A of this newsletter, we'll bring you those 
quotes from the Dean's letter from Montreal, dated August 17, not 
incorporated into the text so far. He writes: ...."Let me now use 
our Liberty Bell to seek the prayers of Southwark Deanery that the 
spirit of our upcoming General Convention will become united to and 
directed by the Holy Spirit"...."I will nead Spiritual guidance, too, 
in a special way, since besides being a deputy to General Convention, 
I have been appointed to service on General Convention's Evangelism 
Committee"...and he ends: "Keep the Faith then, in the Spirit and 
under the Lordship of Jesus Christ...." 


Be THE BICENTENNIAL 


After many months of planning and preparing, in which our Diocese 

took an important part, a wealth of offerings, avants, opportunities 
---too numerous, indeed, to enumerate them all, the stage was set in 
our city not only for a fleeting celebration of our nation's 200th 
birthday; it gave ample, and hopefully abiding cause to reflect on the 
meaning of it all to us who are alive today. We have to gain, and re- 
gain, and regain ever anew the right to call our country "The Land of 
the Free, and the Home of the Brave" , enjoying, as Benjamin Franklin 
put it, the present hour, mindful of the past. 

The Tenth Presbyterian Church, located in our Southwark territory, of= 
fered a study of "Christian Citizenship in a Democracy", in 18 Sunday 
evening services. Their topics, based on Biblical texts, give a sound 
directive to our thinking. Their sequences seem to embrace the whole 
story. They were, they are, as follows: 

The Point of Departure----Special Dimension----Equal...Before God--- 
On Reconciliation----Citizens of Two Worlds----Tample of the True God-- 
Grace! Grace! Grace!----The Burden of Democracy----Honor to Whom Honor-- 
Religious Bondage----First Line of Defense----God's Curse on Our Bies- 
sings----Unity Under God----Liberated Relationships----Justice and 
Mercy----Forgotten Essentials----Sons of Liberty---and, finally: The 
Heart of the Matter. To the thinking Christian, the grateful American, 
these topics add up to a strand of pearls, brought together by a 
priceless clasp: ONE NATION UNDER GOD,

The news media served us well. The television coverage oe ae 
July was outstanding. The Inquirer had a spacial section 
ay hy 1776. One headline read: "FINAL PASSAGE OF DECLARATION 
EXPECTED TODAY*, and *A PHILADELPHIA MILITARY LEADER HAS BEEN CHOSEN 
TO READ THE DECLARATION OF INDEPENDENCE PUBLICLY ON MONDAY, JULY 8, 
IF THE DOCUMENT IS ADOPTED AS EXPECTED BY THE CONTINENTAL CONGRESS 
TODAY*. Fascinating an interview with Benjamin Franklin, whose own 
sayings were incorporated to questions posed by Creed Black. This 
is what Ben Franklin has to say to the question what advice he had for 
us now, as wa entered our third century: "Work as if you were to live 
one humdred years; pray as if you were to die tomorrow" 


The President of the United States came, and the Queen of England 
came with her husband, the Duke of Edinborough, and many heads of 
many states to pay their respects to our great country. And the 
people came, if not in such numbers as anticipated, yat still by 
the thousands, and the daily count showed that four times as many 
people visited tha Liberty Bell each day than Independence Hall. 
And the Roman Catholics came to hold their Eucharistic Congress, 
and we could gat a good insight into those impressive gatherings 
in our living rooms--via TV. Again, the President of the United 
States came and our own Presiding Bishop, the Right Reverend John 
M.e Allin was invited to speak to the congress. That same night, 

a - we believe - spontaneously called Eucharist was offered at St. 
Mark's, the P.B. preaching to a smallish congregation. As we left 
the church, we found big crowds of people waiting their turn to get 
into a restaurant nearby, and, by comparison, we were sad. 


Out of the great number of religious leaders who preached in Phila- 
delphia churches on the Fourth of July, we have to limit ourselves 
to mention but three-owing to the demands of space,-rather the lack 
of it. The Most Reverend Olaf Sundby, Archbishop of Uppsala, served 
in Gloria Dei's pulpit at the 8 o'clock service, then to fill two 
more engagements in Center City Churches. Our own Cynthia Wedel, 
now a president of tha WCC, preached at St. Peter's, and Bishop 
Ogilby prasided over the festive service at Christ Church. This 
historic shrine, still in full use and visited by thousands the year 
around, offered 91 special services of Evening Prayer. They were 
attended by a total of 1845 worshipers, a fraction of the daily vi- 
sitors. St. Peter's reported 70000 visitors between May and August, 
with a daily average of ten people attending the 5 o'clock Evening 
Prayer. Gloria Dei experienced, as tha Reverend David Rivers put it, 
"no mob scenes", but he enjoyed talking with individual visitors. 

At 5 o'clock, nobody was around any more, and that caused the can- 
cellation of the planned evening service after one initial attempt. 
Yet the lovely view of these three historic steeples, beautifully lit 
at night, and seen from the waterfront and the fine setting of Penn's 
Landing, served in quiet dignity as a reminder of their role in 
shaping this nation, a role that they are still holding today. 
Finally, we mention the recent arrival of the Freedom Train, 25 cars 
ehich allowed a "ride" through 200 years of American History and in- 
spired, hopefully, many visitors to recall George Washington's charge: 
"Let us raise a standard to which the wise and honest may repair; the 
rest is in the hands of God".

The Sixty-Fifth Convention of the Episcopal Church began with a 
colorful Service of Praise and Preparation on September 11, 1976. 
The Presiding Bishop's Charge may well ba shared by us all: 


"I charge you in the name of God: to be as his apostle calls 
us to be, tliving stones making a spiritual house; a chosen 
race, a royal priesthood, a consecrated nation, a people set 
apart to sing the praises of God who called you out of dark- 
ness into his wonderful light * 


Be the shepherds of the flock of Christ that is entrusted to 
you; watch over it, not simply as a duty but as a delight. 


And wrap yourselves in humility to be servants of aach other, 


Humble yourselves under God's almighty hand, and he will lift 
you up.

Cast all your cares on him, for you ara his charge. 


May Christ who is our life, confirn, strengthen, and support 
you." AMEN. 


This is not the place to report on the outcome of the hard work 

of nearly two weeks before the entire convention, including the 
Triennial Meeting of the Women. Authentic information is on hand: 
there is excellent reporting in tha present issue of the Diocesan 
News now in our hands, with more and in-depth reporting promised 
for the November issue. Also, Holy Trinity was favoredwith a first 
report by Dean Grannum, who was a deputy, a report of structural 
and factual clarity; it is to be hoped that many of our churches 
will want to hear him. One week earlier, Holy Trinity's member, Jean 
Franklin, told us, in a moving and inspiring way, of the insights 
she gained as a visitor to the Convention's first parts. 


Fully awara of the severely diverging opinions concerning tħe crucial 
issues now before us all, The Presiding Bishop wisely put the Con- 
vention on a course of compromise. As one example, as Dean Grannum 
reports, "the bishops completely reversed themselves regarding the 
admission of "irregular" women priests into the Episcopal Church, 
and, instead of requiring conditional ordination, now unanimously 
recommended a Service of Public Cealabration in the Dioceses involved, 
This also renounced any punitive action and emphasized the spirit of 
compromise," 


VENTURE IN MISSION, the great new outreach presented to the Convention 
by the Executive Council, asks, inspired by the example set by’ Saint 
Paul, for a renewal of faith and suggests a detailed breakdown in 
missionary opportunity at home and abroad. They amount to about 

96 million dollars over a period of three to five years, and nearly 

3 million Episcopalians might gladly rise to the occasion in affirmat- 
ion of faith and tha works thereof. 


The Archbishop of Canterbury, the Most Reverend Donald Coggon, en- 
couraged the Convention and warmed it with his British wit and theo- 
logical perspectiva. 


Two communications pertaining to the guiding power at Minneapolis 
seam worthy of quote. The first came from the Rev. Edward Lee, at 

one time the curate at Holy Trinity:"The Convention somatimes moves 
and sometimes drags on with what we hope is God's work and mission..." 
And these are the thoughts of another clergy-friend in our diocese: 
--.-"What Pope Paul did for the Church, what Robert DeWitt did for 
this Diocese, what happened at Minneapolis is what the Holy Spirit 
wanted for the Church", 


Mrs. Kenneth O. Grannum was a delegate to the Women's Triennial 
where she served as the chairman for Worship. Cecily has agreed 

to favor us with a detailed report in the next issue of the Liberty 
Bell, to be in your hands in ample time before the Plenary meeting 
in November. 


We close our surface sketch on "Minneapolis" with a quote from our 
Presiding Bishop: "We have an opportunity now to move forward on 
all mission fronts. It was a significant convention, a good con- 
veantion.......We are now in a position to learn", he said, "and I am 
glad of that." 


The big avents of our most recent past must not leave us as spectators 
and bystanders. Nothing is as fleeting as time, nothing as permanent 
as change. The Word of God alone remains in eternity. There is our 
Callenge, our road at the outset of a newworking year at Southwark. 
Our Lord's word is in our minds: "Behold, I make all things new",

On the 3rd October, 1976, All Soul's Church for the Deaf,(the Reverend 
Roger Pickering with his Sandra) celebrated a service of Thanksgiving 

at St. Stephen's, commemorating the 100th anniversary of the ordination 
as Deacon of Henry Winter Syle. He was the first deaf man to be ordained 
in the known history of the Christian Church. In 1884, the same Bishop 
William B. Stevens ordained him, together with a second deaf man, the 
Rev. Austin Ward Mann, a priest in the Episcopal Church. Mr. Syle is re- 
membered as a friend, a servant, a scholar, a teacher. He died on the 
Epiphany 1890, concluding a brief, remarkable ministry which opened wide 
a door to the future. 


Praising God for that life and ministry, the Reverend Pickering, for our 
present-day All Soul's for the Deaf, had bidden to that service. A size- 
able congregation filled the pews, there was joy in quietness, there was 
a special dignity and anticipation as we watched two youngsters, a boy and 
a girl, serve as acolytes. The processional hymn, Come Thou Almighty King, 
had a way of "clarifying" things: some fine voices joined in the organ 
music, but many many hands simply went up into the air, blending words and 
music into a sensitive expression of oneness. Overwhelming the experience 
to see the beautiful choir render their offerings, so gentle, s0 convincing 
the, -so joyous the "illustrations" of their hands. A highpoint in artistry 
in faith was offered in a Signed Dance Anthem, created for this service 
by Adele Hugo to words of the 116th Psalm with music by David Farr. Our 
own Sandra Pickering joined Miss Hugo in this presentation, as speaking 
hands and graceful movements of the body conveyed a wordless glory of 
prayer and thanksgiving. Bishop Ogilby in his sermon spoke of remembering 
Mr. syle, remembering the need of people, of the capacity to respond, our 
privilege to show our love in our actions.
